Boat’s Personality 
, 
_________ 
Should Be Studied

PERSONALITY is part of a 
boat. Old-time sailors long ago 
decided the sailing shop had a 
woman's temperament and call­ 
ed her "she** accordingly. Today’s 
power and sail 
pleasure 
craft 
have behavior traits too. and need 
equal pampering from the pru 
dent skipper. 
A small fast power boat, par­ 
ticularly, requires the 
boatman 
to learn her characteristics and 
run her with the careful skill that 
vice looking 'or a new boat this( 
spring and the old sailor re-check* 
ing the performance of bis boat 
as well, here are six quick tests 
that we find can help reveal how 
temperamental a hull may be: 
Study her appearance. Narrow 
width and shallow draft, like a 
canoe, can indicate a hull that is 
fast but may tip easily. A good 
look at the lines of a new boat 
comes first. 


Next, step aboard and test how 
tender she may be. If she tips

and passengers should lie seated 
along the tenter line and kept 
sitting down.
